< By Telegraph) 
Washington, 
May 14 -Gettysburg 
has been chosen 
as the mobilization 
point

which will include regular army men 
and volunteers. It is the only point 
in Pennsylvania at which such a camp 
will be held. 


This was officially announced here 
to-day us part of the program adopt­ 
ed by President Wilson* the Wat De­ 
partment, and other allied branches of 
the Government 
which includes the 
int reaso of the Regular army by a 
total of 183,000 men 
Various states 
in the Union wall Im* usi*d for the mo­ 
bilization of the new troops and the 
Pennsylvania point of such camp was 
t hosen ut Gettysburg. Ground of the 
National Military Park will be devot­ 
ed to the purpose. 


The regiments to be mobilized and 
trained 
ut Gettysburg 
will 
lie the 
f ifty Eighth, f ifty Ninth, Sixtieth, 
and Sixty First 
Regular 
Infantry. 
Each regiment w ill have as its nucleus 
n number of trained Regular Army 
men. In most eases one regiment 
of 
u lrcudy train ed R egulars will Im.* Used 
as the basis for the formation of two I 
i eg imvnu of recruits.% 
It is presumed that the establish­ 
ment of the camp at Gettysburg will 
he undertaken a* quickly as possible. 
It bas been stated that no conscripted 
men will 
be taken intu the 
Regular 
Army 
so that 
tho command;! 
to be 
raised at Gettysburg will all Im- volun­ 
teers. It is therefore evidently the 
plan to locate the Regular Army In­ 
fantry regiments at Gettysburg, to 
semi recruits from the eastern part of 
the United States to Gettysburg, and 
to have them immediately put under 
instruction there. 


This will mean a ramp of between 
7500 and 8000 men. The War strength 
of a regiment is 1942 
men which in­ 
cludes a machine gun 
company of 74, 
a headquarters company of 58, and a 
supply company of IO. 
The announcement of the plan was 
made at the War Department this 
morning and there are so many de­ 
tails to he worked out 
that

The selection of the battlefield town

For the first time 
in many 
years 
the slope of East Cemetery Hill is to 
be used for the raising of crops. Much 
of the sod has been turned and the 
ground has been generally prepared 
for planting, 
a large section 
being 
ploughed anil made ready for U-o. 
Thi portion of the government land 
so set aside lies between the Balti­ 
more Pike an<l the avenue at the east­ 
ern side of the slope, the la rid to be 
cultivated lying east of Ha* batteries, 
atui the hill along the pike not being 
touched. The ploughed ground will 
be u »*d by school boys who have sig­ 
nified a willingness to do their share 
in increasing the country’s production 
of foodstuffs. 
A fter the w ar
